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CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY -AUGUST  1955 

Farmers  received  about  16.7  billion  dollars  from  marketings 
in  the  first  8  months  of  1955,  4  percent  less  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.  The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  was  about 
1  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but  prices  of  farm  products 
averaged  almost  5  percent  lower.  Most  of  the  decline  from  last  year 
was  due  to  lower  prices  received  for  hogs. 

The  8-month  total  of  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  was  approximately  10,4  billion  dollars,  or  3  percent  less 
than  last  year.  Receipts  from  meat  animals,  estimated  at  5,3  billion 
dollars,  were  down  approximately  600  million  dollars  or  11  percent. 
This  accounted  for  all  of  the  decline  in  livestock  receipts  and  most 

of  the  decline  in  total  cash  receipts.  Cash  receipts  from  hogs  in  the 
first  8  months  were  down  a  half  billion  dollars,  or  more  than  20  per- 
cent, with  prices  averaging  30  percent  lower.  Receipts  from  cattle 
and  calves  and  from  sheep  and  lambs  were  down  slightly.

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Total  cash  receipts  from  poiiltry  and  eggs,  estimated  at 
2-1  billion  dollars,  were  practically  unchanged  from  the  8-month 
period  last  yeeur.    Fiarther  increases  in  cash  receipts  from  broilers 
were  about  offset  by  declines  for  eggs,  turkeys,  and  other  chickens. 
Daily  receipts,  estimated  at  2.8  billion  dollars,  were  up  about  1  per- 
cent due  to  increased  production  of  milk.    Cash  receipts  from  all 
other  livestock  products,  including  wool,  totaled  about  200  million 
dollars,  or  nearly  the  same  as  last  year. 

Total  crop  receipts  in  the  8-month  period  were  approximately 
6.3  billion  dollars,  only  1  percent  less  than  last  year.    Total  crop 
marketings  were  down  about  2  percent,  more  than  offsetting  slightly 
higher  average  prices.    Declines  in  receipts  from  wheat,  corn,  and 
cotton  were  only  partly  offset  by  increases  for  soybeans,  tobacco, 
potatoes,  tnick  crops,  and  strawberries. 

Cash  receipts  in  June 

Revised  estimates  for  June  total  1.9  billion  dollars,  inclxiding 
final  data  on  CCC  loans  and  redeinptions  dioring  the  month.    The  June 
total  showed  less  than  the  ustial  seasonal  increase  over  May,  and  was 
6  percent  below  June  of  last  year.    It  includes  1.3  billion  dollars 
from  livestock  and  products  and  0.6  billion  dollars  frcM  crops. 

Cash  receipts  in  July 

Total  cash  receipts  in  JvHy  of  approximately  2.1  billion  dollars 
were  6  percent  above  June  but  down  6  percent  from  July  of  195^* 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  about  1.2  billion  dollars, 
8  percent  lower  than  in  J\jne  and  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  The 
decline  from  last  year  was  entirely  in  meat  animals.    Receipts  from 
both  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs  showed  small  increases. 

Crop  receipts  in  J\aly  totaled  about  0.9  billion  dollars,  33  per- 
cent above  June,  with  seasonally  larger  receipts  from  wheat,  cotton, 
and  tobacco.    They  were  down  7  percent  from  Jxily  of  last  year,  with 
lower  receipts  from  wheat,  cotton,  and  vegetables. 

Cash  receipts  in  August 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  August  are  tentatively 
estimated  at  2.k  billion  dollars,  including  l.k  billion  dollars  from 
livestock  and  products  and  1.0  billion  from  crops.    The  total  is  down 
2  percent  from  that  for  August  of  last  year,  with  crops  down  6  percent 
but  livestock  and  products  slightly  higher. 
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FARM  INCOME  IN  THE  FIRST  HALF  OF  1955 

Farmers'  reeilized  net  income  in  the  first  half  of  195 5  was  at  an 
Annimi  rate  of  approximately  11.1  billion  dollars.    This  was  slightly 
higher  than  the  rate  dxiring  the  second  half  of  195^ j  l^^t  down  from  the 
revised  total  of  11.6  billion  dollars  for  the  full  year  195^. 

Annvial  and  qxiarterly  estimates  for  1953  sooA  195^  are  revised  in 
this  issue  (table  l) .    The  first  qioarter  estimate  for  1955  has  also 
been  revised.    The  nattire  of  these  revisions  is  discussed  below. 

As  shown  in  table  1,  fsmuers'  realized  net  income  declined  in 
the  second,  third,  and  fourth  quarters  of  195^ >  recovered  temporarily 
in  the  first  qviarter  of  1955  ^  and  then  declined  again  in  the  second 
quarter  of  1955 • 

The  increase  in  farmers'  realized  net  income  from  the  fotirth 
quarter  of  195^  to  the  first  qxxarter  of  1955  was  due  almost  entirely  to 
a  large  volume  of  crops  going  \mder  CCC  loan  and  consequently  a  larger- 
than-seasonal  rate  of  marketings  in  the  first  quarter.    Prices  of  farm 
products  avei^ed  about  the  same  in  the  second  quarter  of  1955  as  in 
the  first  quarter,  but  marketings  on  a  seasonally  adjusted  basis  were 
down  to  a  more  normal  rate.    As  a  result,  realized  gross  farm  income 
dropped  almost  a  billion  dollars  on  an  ann\ial  rate  basis  from  the  first 
quarter  to  the  second.    Production  expenses  declined  only  slightly,  and 
realized  net  income  was  down  from  an  annual  rate  of  11.5  billion 
dollars  in  the  first  quarter  to  10.8  billion  in  the  second  quarter. 
This  was  the  same  as  the  fourth  quarter  rate  in  195^. 

Judging  frcm  preliminary  data  for  July  and  August  only,  realized 
net  income  will  probably  decline  somewhat  further  in  the  third  quarter. 
Prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items  declined  slightly  in  July 
and  August,  so  that  the  anniial  rate  of  production  expenses  may  drop  off 
a  little  from  the  second  quarter  to  the  third  quarter.    On  the  other 
hand,  prices  of  all  faxm  products  in  JvQy  and  August  averaged  k  per- 
cent lower  than  in  the  April-June  quarter,  and  gross  income  on  a 
seasonally  adjusted  basis  is  likely  to  be  down  considerably  more  than 
expenses  in  the  third  quarter. 

Quarterly  estimates  of  the  net  change  in  farm  inventories  on  an 
annual  rate  basis  are  shown  in  table  1  for  the  first  time.    These  esti- 
mates, when  positive,  indicate  an  annual  rate  of  farm  production  in 
excess  of  the  seasonally  adjusted  volume  of  sales  dviring  the  quarter; 
and  when  negative,  they  reflect  the  fact  that  the  AnTmat  rate  of  market- 
ings was  larger  than  production.    With  crop  production  this  year  now 
indicated  to  be  substemtially  larger  than  last  year,  farm  inventories 
of  crops  (especially  feed  grains)  and  livestock  at  the  end  of  1955  will 
probably  be  \ip  from  last  year's  level.

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INTERIM  REVISIONS,  1952-55 

The  quarterly  and  annxial  estimates  in  table  1  reflect  interim 
statistical  revisions  made  in  connection  with:     (l)  the  annual  report 
on  national  income  by  the  Department  of  Commerce,  and  (2)  the  inclusion 
of  these  quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income  in  Economic  Indicators 
which  is  prepared  by  the  President's  Council  of  Economic  Advisers  for 
the  Joint  (Congressional)  Committee  on  the  Economic  Report.  In 
addition  to  the  statistical  revisions  affecting  farmers'  realized 
gross  and  net  income,  the  net  change  in  farm  inventories  on  an  annxoal 
rate  basis  has  been  added  to  table  1. 

The  Farm  Income  Branch  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
has  been  making  a  reappraisal  of  the  fairm  prodtiction  expense  estimates 
at  the  national  level  in  connection  with  the  development  of  State 
estimates  of  production  expenses  and  net  farm  income.    Revised  esti- 
mates of  farm  income  and  expenses  based  on  results  of  this  project 
available  in  Jime  were  incorporated  in  the  revised  national  income 
accounts  for  the  years  1952-5^;  and  also  in  the  new  farm  income  page 
in  Economic  Indicators.    These  preliminary  results  are  now  incorporated 
in  table  1. 

The  ann\ial  estimates  for  1952  have  not  been  changed,  but  there 
has  been  some  revision  in  the  distribution  by  quarters.    Revisions  in 
both  the  annual  and  quarterly  estimates  for  1953  and  195^  are  mostly 
in  production  expenses,  though  small  changes  have  also  been  made  in 
gross  income.    Because  of  upward  revisions  in  expenses,  the  estimate 
of  realized  net  income  for  1953  has  been  lowered  from  13*3  billion 
dollars  to  12.9  billion  do3J^s,  and  the  estimate  for  195^  has  been 
lowered  from  12.0  to  11.6  billion  dollars.    Similarly,  the  first 
qiiarter  rate  for  1955  vas  lowered  from  11.9  "to  11.5  billion  dollars. 

These  revisions  were  made  in  order  to  provide  the  best  possible 
estimates  available  at  the  time.    Nevertheless,  their  interim  chtaracter 
needs  to  be  stressed.    Probably  about  half  of  the  production  expense 
items  had  been  reviewed  when  the  revisions  were  made.    The  others  will 
have  been  reappraised  by  late  October  when  the  next  issue  of  The  Fam 
Income  Situation  is  scheduled  for  release.    Moreover,  the  revised 
estimates  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  and  the  value  of  home 
consvmrption  for  1953  and  195i»-,  which  appear  in  other  tables  of  this 
issue,  have  not  been  fully  incorporated  in  table  1.    Further  revisions 
are  certain,  therefore,  but  their  size  and  direction  cannot  be  anti- 
cipated . 

The  net  change  in  farm  inventories  has  been  a  regular  and  Impor- 
tant feature  of  the  annual  estimates  relating  to  farm  income.  Quar- 
terly estimates  of  inventory  change  will  be  published  from  now  on 
because  they  are  just  as  necessary  to  complete  the  farm  income  picture 
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on  a  quarterly  as  on  an  annual  basis.    There  is  very  little  information 
available  on  crop  and  livestock  inventories  by  quarters.  Consequently, 
the  quarterly  estimates  of  inventory  change  are  based    on  interpo- 
lations from  a  smooth  curve  drawn  through  the  plotted  annual  data.  In 
making  estimates  for  the  cxirrent  year,  this  method  requires  that  a 
projected  inventory  change  for  the  whole  year  be  made  quite  early  in 
the  year  as  a  basis  for  current  quarterly  interpolations,  and  that  the 
estimates  for  each  quarter  in  the  current  year  be  revised  whenever  new 
and  better  information  is  obtained  for  the  year  as  a  whole. 

It  is  evident  from  the  method  just  described  that  the  new  qioar- 
terly  estimates  of  inventory  change  are  rough.    However,  the  picture 
is  incomplete  without  them.    Despite  their  admitted  weaknesses,  the 
new  figures  should  help  in  \mder standing  the  current  farm  income 
situation  and  in  keeping  it  up  to  date. 

REVISED  ESTIMATES  OF  CASH  RECEIPTS  AND  HOME 
CONSUMPTION,  1953  AND  195^1- 

Tables  7-13  present  revised  annual  estimates  of  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  and  the  value  of  home  consumption  for  the  years 
1953         195^ •    Estimates  of  cash  receipts  are  shown  by  commodity 
groups  for  the  United  States  and  by  States  (tables  7-10) .    They  are 
shown  in  considerable  detail  by  individual  commodities  for  the  United 
States,  and  for  the  most  important  commodities  mthin  each  State, 
arranged  in  order  of  size  in  195^  (tables  11-12) .    Estimates  of  the 
value  of  farm  products  consumed  directly  in  farm  households  in  195^ ^ 
with  revisions  for  1953^  are  presented  in  table  13 . 

Cash  receipts 

The  revised  estimates  of  cash  receipts  for  both  1953  and  195^ 
are  changed  only  slightly  from  those  previously  published.    The  United 
States  total  of  31*2  billion  dollars  for  1953  is  less  than  1  percent 
lower  than  the  estimate  of  31-'^  billion  published  in  FIS-148.  The 
change  in  the  195^  total  is  in  the  other  direction,  but  it  too  is  less 
than  1  percent — from  30«0  billion  dollars,  as  published  in  FIS-I5I,  to 
30.2  billion.    According  to  the  new  estimates,  cash  receipts  declined 
only  3  percent  from  1953  "to  195^^  rather  than  5  percent  as  indicated 
by  the  earlier  estimates. 

Revisions  were  small  for  most  commodities.    The  1953  total  was 
lowered  as  the  cumulative  result  of  small  downward  revisions  for  a 
number  of  commodities.    The  increase  for  195^  "was  due  mostly  to  larger 
estimated  sales  of  cotton  and  wheat. 

Revisions  for  1953  by  States  were  not  significant.    For  195^ ^  an 
upward  revision  in  wheat  sales  resulted  in  a  9-percent  increase  in  total 
cash  receipts  in  North  Dakota.    Upward  revisions  of  6  percent  in  South 
Dakota,  Montana,  and  Wyoming  were  due  to  larger  estimated  sales  of

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wheat  and  of  cattle  and  calves.    Estimates  of  cash  receipts  in  Georgia, 
Delaware,  and  Alabama  were  raised  5  percent.    Estimated  marketings  of 
cattle  and  calves,  hogs,  cotton,  and  peanuts  were  larger  in  Georgia; 
tiirkeys  in  Delaware;  and  meat  animals  in  Alabama,    Marketings  of  cattle 
and  calves  were  revised  downward  in  Nevada,  resulting  in  a  reduction 
of  5  percent  in  the  estimate  of  total  cash  receipts  for  that  State. 

In  terms  of  percentage  changes  from  1953  "to  195^,  the  revisions 
did  not  make  any  significant  difference  in  most  States.    The  biggest 
differences  appear  in  North  and  South  Dakota,  where  195^  marketings 
of  wheat  were  revised  upward.    As  a  resuJ.t,  the  decline  in  total  cash 
receipts  in  North  Dakota  was  reduced  from  11  to  only  2  percent.  In 
South  Dakota,  the  new  estimates  show  an  8-percent  Increase  in  total 
cash  receipts  compared  with  almost  no  change  as  indicated  by  the 
preliminary  estimates .    The  direction  of  change  has  been  reversed  in 
only  k  States.    Slight  declines  previously  shown  for  Kansas,  Texas, 
Montana,  and  Wyoming    have  been  changed  to  small  increases. 

Home  consvunptlon 

The  upward  revision  of  5  percent  in  value  of  home  consumption 
in  1953 ^  and  3  percent  in  195^ ^  is  due  to  a  change  in  the  method  of 
estimating  the  value  of  vegetables  grown  in  farm  gardens.    The  old 
estimates  for  this  item  were  tied  to  data  reported  by  the  Census  of 
Agriculture,  by  States,  with  interpolations  for  inter censal  years 
based  on  a  small  annual  sample  questionnaire.    The  I'^k  Census  was  the 
latest  one  reporting  value  of  vegetables  grown  for  home  use,  but 
extra,polations  from  that  date  took  into  account  the  change  in  number 
of  farms  reporting  this  item  in  the  19^9  Census.    The  new  United  States 
series  is  based  on  direct  estimates  of  quantities  of  individual  vege- 
tables grown  in  farm  gardens,  estimates  which  were  developed  in  con- 
nection with  the  measurement  of  per  capita  consumption  of  food  in  the 
United  States.  These  approximations  were  made  for  a  few  base  years, 
and  interpolations  were  made  for  other  years  in  terms  of  (l)  changes 
in  per  capita  consumption  of  various  vegetables  from  all  home  gardens, 
both  farm  and  nonfarm,  and  (2)  changes  in  the  farm  population,    l/  In 
the  new  series,  qioantities  were  estimated  for  individual  vegetables, 
and  the  prices  received  by  farmers  for  vegetables  sold  were  used  to 
derive  a  value.    The  State  breakdown  in  the  new  series  is  about  the 
same,  proportionately,  as  in  the  old  series,  except  that  it  utilizes 
Census  data  for  195^  relating  to  number  of  farms  reporting  vegetables 
grown  for  home  use.  Insofar  as  these  new  Census  data  have  become  avail- 
able ,
